Q What happens to a satellite after 
it goes dead ?

When a satellite stops operat- 

ing it doesn’t fall out of orbit, 
of course, but simply becomes 
another item of (expensive) space 
junk. As long as its perigee is 
above 100 miles the dead satellite 
will avoid any serious drag from 
the atmosphere and go on orbiting 
for many years. Though it is no 
longer transmitting information 
to the ground, it is not forgotten 
—satellite tracking networks in the 
United States (and in the Soviet 
Union) know its position precisely, 
at any moment. These tracking 
networks must be able to account 
for every nut and washer in orbit, 
in order that they know when 
“the other side” has launched a 
satellite. It’s a job only computers 
can handle: by the end of last 
January there were 2,139 man- 
made objects in orbit around the 
earth. By the year 2000, Space 
Junk Man will be a profitable 
occupation. 


What is the speed of light ? Does 
it ever change?

A It’s 186,282 miles per second in 
a vacuum but somewhat less in a 
strong gravitational field (see 
Think Tank last week). Light also 
slows down when it passes through 
glass, or water, or any clear object. 
At the same time it is bent from 
a straight line (refracted). This 
is why lenses in telescopes and 
microscopes are able to focus light 
to form an image. And if it weren’t 
for refraction we wouldn’t have 
rainbows.

The heaviest meteorite to fall 
in the British Isles landed just 
over five years ago, December 
24, 1965, at Barwell, Leicester- 
shire. Many fragments were 
recovered, the largest weighing 
17 pounds—they are kept in the 
British Museum. The Barwell 
meteorite was a stone weighing 
over 100 pounds before frag- 
menting in the atmosphere. 
Rather small compared with 
the largest meteorite found— 
the 60 ton Hoba West in South 
West Africa.

Gigantic 
Prehistoric 
Explosion in 
North 
Siberia 


RACES vf a cataclysm 

that occurred 30 million 

years ago when our planet 
collided with an asteroid have 
been discovered by Soviet 
geologists in North Siberia, 
155 miles from the Arctic 
ocean coast. 

In prehistoric times the 
earth suffered a blow equiva- 
lent to a simultaneous explo- 
sion of 10,000 atom bombs. 

The leader of a team of ex- 
plorers, polar geologist Victor 
Masaitis of Leningrad, reports 
that a gigantic hole has been 
found and explored at the site of 
the ancient catastrophe. This 
round bow! in an ancient crystal- 
line shield is 1,300 feet deep and 
has a diameter of up to 60 miles. 
It is filled with fragments of 
molten and crushed stone. 

Stone blocks as big as a house 
are scattered around for scores of 
miles. The peculiar features of 
the crater structure, the different 
minerals and the character of 
magnetism and gravitation in the 
region leave no doubt that they 
result from an enormous explosion. 


ONE MILE ACROSS 


The asteroid must have been 
at least 1 mile across and travelling 
at a speed of about 25 miles per 
second. 

In the opinion of Victor Masaitis, 
the asteroid pierced the upper 
rock layers to a depth of over half 
a mile and vaporised immediately 
upon exploding. According to his 
calculations, the pressure in the 
epicentre might have reached 
600,000 atmospheres. 

Scientists presume that the 
earth’s crust under the crater is 
crushed to a depth of at least 
11 miles, Evidence of the tremen- 
dous force of the shock wave are 
the deep breaks, shifts and gaps 
over a huge area around the site 
of the explosion.

With our map to help you follow 
the events, here is a summary of 
the various reports: 

@ At 9.30 p.m. on August 13, 
1956, a Ground Control Approach 
(GCA) radar of the U.S.A.F. at 
Bentwaters picked up a target 
moving at an estimated 4,000 mph. 
The target was lost at about 20 
miles to the NW. 

@A few minutes later, until 
9.55 p.m., a sergeant operator 
picked up a group of “unknowns” 
8 miles SW of Bentwaters. Checks 
on the radar set indicated normal 
operation. A scattered group of 
a dozen targets, proceeded by 
three in triangular formation, 
moved towards the NE at speeds 
ranging from 80 to 125 mph. At 
40 miles to the NE the several 
echoes were seen to merge into 
one (“several times larger than the 
echo from a B-36 bomber"), and 
this remained stationary for 10-15 
minutes before moving 6 miles 
NE, stopping again for 4 minutes, 
and then going “off-scope". 

@ At 10.00 p.m. an unidentified 
was located 30 miles East of 
Bentwaters. This moved at well 
above 4,000 mph to a point 25 
miles W where it disappeared out 
of the radiation pattern. 

@ At 10.55 p.m. an object mov- 
ing at more than 2,000 mph was 
tracked from 30 miles E of Bent- 
waters. It passed directly over the 
station and was observed by 
alerted observers on the ground 








looking up, and by crew mem- 
bers of an over-flying C-47 air- 
craft at 4,000 ft looking down. No 
sonic boom was reported. At this 
stage Bentwaters GCA alerted 
Lakenheath GCA, where ground 
observers saw a luminous object 
come out of the NE at low altitude, 
stop, then move off eastwards out 
of sight. 

@ Soon after that the Radar Air 
Traffic Control Centre (RATCC), 
a separate unit at Lakenheath, was 
tracking objects which performed 
right-angle turns when travelling at 
600-800 mph, as well as stopping 
dead, and “starting with amazing 
rapidity." Ground visual observers 
also watched objects perform 
stops and course reversals at 
dizzying speeds, and also saw two 
objects merge into one. 

@ These unprecedented activi- 
ties prompted a request to the 
Royal Air Force to scramble 
fighters to investigate the un- 
knowns. At about midnight (and 
therefore into August 14) a Venom 
single-seat night fighter with nose 
radar, took off from Waterbeach 
RAF station. It arrived over 
Lakenheath and was vectored by 
the ground radar operators to a 
target six miles to the East. In the 
official report it is stated that the 
pilot saw the glowing object, but

later lost contact both visually 
and by radar. 

@ The Venom was next directed 
by the RATCC to a new target 
some 10 miles E of Lakenheath, at 
between 10,000 and 20,000 ft. The 
pilot radioed: “Roger . . . I've got 
my guns locked on him.” There 
followed a pause, then came the 
exclamation: “Where did he go? 
Do you still have him?” RATCC 
replied: “Roger... it appeared he 
got behind you, and he's still there.”’ 
Another pause, then the pilot 
acknowledged the reversal of 
positions, and for ten minutes he 
dived, climbed, circled and rolied, 
while the UFO stayed as if glued 
behind him. During the whole of 
this time the operators watched 
two distinct echoes (aircraft and 
UFO) on the ground radarscopes. 
Low on fuel, the RAF pilot decided 
to return to Waterbeach. The 
UFO followed him for a few miles, 
then stopped playing “‘tag'’, and 
stayed stationary. By this time a 
second Venom had scrambled. 
The U.S.A.F. operators heard the 
two pilots talking over their radio- 
phones: 

“Did you see anything ?” 

“| saw something, but I'm 
damned if | know what it was.” 

“What happened ?” 

“It got behind me .. . | did every- 
thing | could to get behind him, 
but | couldn’t. . . . It’s the 
damnedest thing I've ever seen!" 

The second Venom then de- 
veloped a fault on its engine and 
returned to Waterbeach. The 
ground radars continued the 
watch until contact with UFO's 
was finally lost at 3.30 a.m. 

The 1956 events at Bentwaters 
and Lakenheath, in which the 
Royal Air Force and the United 
States Air Force were involved, 
remained secret until 1969. They 
became known only when the find- 
ings (known as the Condon Re- 
port) of the U.S. Air Force-

sponsored Colorado University 
Commission on UFO’s, headed by 
Dr. E. U. Condon, were published.* 
Alerted to the incidents by a letter 
from a retired U.S.A.F. radar 
operator who had been stationed 
at Lakenheath RAF station in 1956, 
the Commission studied reports 
of the incidents in the files of the 
U.S.A.F. Project Blue Book, which 
were found to confirm the radar 
man's story. 

In the Condon Report, the case 
history appears under the mis- 
leading name “Greenwich” (Case 
No. 2, pages 248-256), and the 
names of the RAF stations, and 
other details, are omitted. How- 
ever, in pages 163-164 the events 
are discussed under the names 
Lakenheath/Bentwaters. So we 
are not breaking security! 


A “GENUINE UFO” 


In his opening remarks in his 
Report, Dr. Condon recom- 
mends that “‘. . . further exten- 
sive study of UFO’s probably 
cannot be justified in the ex- 
pectation that science will be 
advanced thereby"’, which 
doesn't seem to make sense 
when it is seen that his experts 
concede that the Lakenheath/ 
Bentwaters events are inex- 
plicable (as are several other 
cases in the Condon Report), 
and concluded “. . . the prob- 
ability that at least one genuine 
UFO was involved appears to 
be fairly high.”

HE earth has been under heavy bombardment for millions 


of years from outer space. 


The projectiles range from tiny bits of matter no bigger 

than a grain of sand to mini-planets a mile or more across. 
No hostile civilisation directs these attacks on earth. The 
missiles are chunks of matter which, like returning space ships, 


penetrate the earth’s atmosphere without being burned up by 


frictional heating. 

The big ones hit the earth 
with the force of 10,000 atom 
bombs, gouging out great craters. 
A typical impact crater is Meteor 
Crater, near Winslow, Arizona. 
It is a mile across, 600 feet deep 
and was formed at least 10,000 
years ago by an asteroid 250 feet 
in diameter. Some craters on 
the moon are over 150 miles 
across and are very ancient be- 
cause they are not destroyed by 
erosion. 

At the other end of the scale 
from asteroids are the small 
glassy objects called tektites. 
‘They were first discovered about 
a century ago in widely-separated 
parts of the world. Many of 
these smooth, dark-coloured ob- 
jects were collected as curiosi- 
ties, because they are semi- 
transparent when held to the 
light. Their smooth surfaces are 
evidence of partial melting during 
high-speed flight through the 
atmosphere. 

Scientists have been working 
on them and the latest theory is 
that they come from the moon. 
Several showers of tektites have 
landed on earth, the scientists 
say—the latest about 700,000 
years ago when an asteroid the 
size of a small mountain collided

with the moon. 

The impact of this speeding 
giant caused a terrific explosion. 
It sent streams of molten rock 
flying off into space and formed 
the huge crater we now call 
Tycho. Some of the molten 
droplets landed as tektites in the 
earth’s southern hemisphere. 
Similar showers in the more 
distant past peppered areas of 
central Europe and the Unted 
States with tektites. 

So it seems that while astro- 
mauts journey to the moon to 
bring back lunar rock by the 








pound, material from the moon 
which reached us by way of 
violent explosions lies scattered 
around the earth by the ton. 

One scientist believes that 
more than 10,000 tons of moon 
rock have fallen on our own 
planet over the centuries. But 
with the passage of time much 
of it lies buried under the earth’s 
soil and at the bottom of the 
oceans.
